If I verify a station 
over thet hoes chenged loestions, I cell it another steation,while sone- 
otherDXers will not count © station over again unless they’ hive changed 
lecation to another State.But they will count © stetion over sgein if 
they chenged Loee tion to enother city and also chengead their er ll -t the 
some tine. 

There are many different wcthods of counting verics end unch one: 
hes her or his own system.After o11 cach idividual likes to run their 
hobby,to their own Liking,fvr they are the ones that are reclly getting 
the most enjoyment out of their hobby. 

I sey to let each one count their veries, the wey they Llike,but I 
firmly beleive thet there cre 3 rubes thet every honest DxXer: should 
follow,end they are"Be true to your hobby" Be true to yourself end be 
true to your fellow men."
